THE  OFFICIAL  COLLEGE  SEAL 


Symbolism  and  Structure  * 

The  Fitchburg  State  College  coat  of  arms  involves  the  use  of 
banners  above  and  below  a  simple  three-part  Gothic  shield. 

THE  BANNERS:  The  name  FITCHBURG  is  placed  within  the 
top  banner,  and  is  lettered  in  Old  English.  The  word  Persever- 
antia,  in  Roman  lettering   occupies  the  lower  banner.  Freely 
translated,  it  means  "achievements  brought  about  by  quiet 
will,"  the  School  Motto  adopted  in  June,   1900. l    Lettering  is 
deep  Blue  against  Yellow  or  Gold. 

THE  SHIELD:  The  upper  horizontal  division  of  the  shield  is 
occupied  from  left  to  right  with  a  gold-hooded  white  falcon,2 
the  School  Athletic  Emblem;  the  white  Saxifrage  within  a 
golden  wreath  of  saxifrage  leaves,  the  School  Seal  of  1900;1 
and  a  golden  sun  2  shining  over  a  white  seedling  bursting  thru 
a  rocky  cover.  §  The  lower  left  vertical  division  of  the  Shield 
is  Yellow  or  Gold  with  an  open  White  book  inscribed  in  Blue 
with  the  Latin  word  ARS,  symbolizing  the  fields  of  the  Arts. 
The  lower  right  vertical  division  of  the  shield  is  White  with 
an  open  Yellow  or  Gold  book  with  the  Latin  word  SCIENTIA 
inscribed  thereon  in  Blue,  symbolizing  the  fields  of  Science. 
Below  the  books,  18  on  the  Gold  and  94  on  the  White  shows 
our  date  of  incorporation  as  a  State  School. 

THE  SEAL:  The  Fitchburg  State  College  Seal  uses  the  official 
shield  above  described,   deleting  the  banners  and  placing  it 
within  a  circular  medallion  circumscribed  with  saxifrage  leaves 
and  the  words  Fitchburg  State  College,  Fitchburg,  Massachu- 
setts, Perseverantia,   1894  A.D.   The  encircling  words  are  in 
Roman  lettering. 

COLOR  SYMBOLISM:  The  colors  used  are  Yellow  or  Gold, 
White  and  Blue.  The  first  two  colors  were  formally  chosen 
and  adopted  as  the  School  Colors  in  June,   1900, !    and  Blue 
was  chosen  to  tie  in  with  the  color  of  the  State  Seal.   White 
stands  for  purity  and  innocence  -  White  as  thy  fame,  and   as 
thy  honor  clear  -  Dryden.  Gold  or  Yellow  stands  for  great 
prosperity  and  happiness  -  flourishing  golden   hours,  golden 
days,  halcyon  blest.   Blue  from  the  State  Seal  stands  for  the 
blue  of  celestial  space,   truthfulness,   honor;  also  emblematic  of 
the  Universitv  -  to  win  one's  blue  in  intra-university  contests.

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HAMMOND  BUILDING 

The  Student-Union  Building  is  the  central  building  of  stu- 
dent activity  here  at  Fitchburg  State.  It  is  divided  into  two 
sections.  The  first  houses  the  Campus  Library,  and  the  sec- 
ond, the  Campus  Center. 

Opened  in  the  fall  of  1974,  the  library  operates  on  the  top 
four  floors.  Its  stacks  are  designed  for  over  300,000  volumes 
and  there  is  an  extensive  collection  of  data  for  each  of  the 
majors  at  this  college.  The  third  floor  houses  the  Learning 
Resources  Center,  which  includes  the  computer  terminals  and 
a  radio  station.  Study  tables  are  available  throughout  the 
complex. 

The  Campus  Center  is  the  heart  of  the  campus.  Opened  in 
the  Spring  of  1975,  the  building  offers,  among  its  services: 
meeting  places  for  each  club  here  at  FSC,  a  cafeteria,  a  pub, 
and  a  lecture  hall.  Also  included  is  a  mailroom,  a  games  area, 
and  lounges  where  students  can  relax  in  a  comfortable  atmos- 
phere. 

Built  at  a  cost  of  S8, 600,000,  it  is  truly  one  of  the  most 
spectacular  and  useful  buildings  on  campus. 


EDGERLY 

The  Edgerly  Building,  built  in  1903  as  an  elementary  school,  houses  offices, 
such  as  Career  Development,  and  Placement,  and  classrooms. 

This  former  school  was  the  student-teaching  station  for  many  former  stu- 
dents. 


PERCIVAL  HALL 

Percival  Hall  was  named,  in  1976,  for  Dr.  Harold  Percival,  a  prominent 
psychologist  who  taught  here  at  FSC.  Better  known  as  the  Behavioral  Science 
Building,  it  was  a  former  Junior  High  that  also  provided  a  training  ground  for 
former  graduates  of  FSC.  Built  originally  in  1912,  it  now  houses  the  Behavioral 
Science  Department. 


WILLIS  B.  ANTHONY 

Built  in  1932,  this  building  was  named  after  professor 
Willis  B.  Anthony,  chairman  of  the  Industrial  Arts  De- 
partment. Until  the  fall  of  1976,  the  building  housed  the 
LA.  Department. 


MILLER  HALL 

This  building  was  part  of  the  original 
campus  and  was  opened  in  1896  as  a 
women's  dorm.  In  the  fall  of  1973,  it 
was  converted  into  offices,  which  in- 
cludes the  Speech  and  English  Depart- 
ment. 

On  the  original  campus  was  also  the 
male  counterpart  to  Miller  Hall.  Palmer 
Hall,  formerly  located  where  the 
present  Hammond  Building  is,  was 
removed  during  the  spring  of  1973. 


THOMPSON  HALL 

Until  the  Student-Union  Building  was  in  use.  Thompson  Hall  was  the  central  building  of  Student  activit) 
on  campus.  Located  in  the  center  of  the  campus,  it  was  the  meeting  place  lor  the  entire  college  community, 

Built  in  1896,  it  originally  held  a  gymnasium  and  a  library,  as  well  as  offices  for  man)  organizations  on 
campus.  Many  classes  were  held  in  Thompson's  classrooms  and,  in  between  classes,  Thompson  Lobby  was 
the  place  to  be.  Later,  when  the  current  gymnasium  was  added,  the  old  gym  was  com  cried  into  a  commuter's 
lounge  and  the  basement  of  Thompson  became  the  center  of  activity.  It  housed  the  mailroom.  lounges  and 
offices  for  the  various  student  publications  and  organizations.  Tunnels  led  to  Edgcrly  and  the  Behavioral 
Science  Building. 

With  the  advent  of  the  Student-Union  Building.  Thompson  Hall  has  been  relegated  to  mostly  classrooms 
and  a  few  offices. 


HOLMES  DINING  COMMONS 

The  original  pan  of  the  cafeteria,  adjacent  to 
Herlihy  Hall,  was  built  in  1959.  The  present 
building  was  added  in  1972  and  named  in  1976 
for  Professor  Roger  F.  Holmes,  Head  of  the 
History  Department,  Dean  of  Graduate 
Studies.  He  was  also  a  gourmet  cook. 

Prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Student-Union, 
the  CAF  served  commuters  as  well  as  resident 
students. 


CONDUCE  SCIENCE  BUILDING 

This  building  was  built  in  1959  and  named  for  Dr. 
George  Condike,  who  is  a  professor  in  the  Chemistry 
Department. 

All  the  sciences  here  at  FSC  are  taught  within  its  walls. 
The  include  Chemistry',  Physics,  Biology  Anatomy,  Physi- 
ology, and  Microbiology. 


PARKINSON  GYMNASIUM 

Completed  in  1956,  thus  moving  the  gym  out  of  an  already 
crowded  Thompson  Hall,  this  building  was  named  after  a  former 
President.  In  addition  to  the  home  court  for  the  Fitchburg  Falcon 
basketball  and  volleyball  teams,  the  facility  provides  classes  in 
first-aid  and  health  and  fitness. 
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SANDERS  ADMINISTRATION  BUILDING 

Built  in  1959,  the  Sanders  Administration  Building 
went  unnamed  until  1976,  when  it  was  named  for  Dr. 
William  Sanders,  a  former  President  of  the  college. 

The  building  itself  houses  most  of  the  administrative 
offices  including  the  President  and  Deans  offices.  It 
also  contains  the  Business,  Registrars.  Financial  Aid, 
and  Admissions  offices. 


CONLON  BUILDING 

Constructed  in  1975  and  opened  in  the  Fall  of  1976,  this  building  houses  the 
Industrial  Arts  and  Fine  Arts  departments.  It  was  named  by  the  Board  of 
Higher  Education  after  Flonence  M.  Conlon.

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AUBUCHON  HALL 

Named  for  William  F.  Aubuchon, 
who  was  a  Chairman  of  the  Board  for 
nine  years,  this  building  was  built  in 
1966  as  a  dormitory  for  women. 

Each  semester  nearly  360  women  re- 
side within  its  walls.  On  the  first  floor  is 
a  lobby  area  used  for  many  gatherings. 
The  second  floor  contains  a  conference 
and  studv  rooms. 


HERLIHY  HALL 

Built  in  the  late  fifties,  this  men's 
dormitory  was  named  after  Dr. 
Charles  Herlihy.  He  was  a  former 
president  of  FSC. 

This  building  contains,  in  addi- 
tion to  three  floors  of  rooms  for  the 
men,  there  is  a  common  lounge  and 
a  laundry  room. 


RUSSELL  TOWERS 

Built  as  a  co-ed  dorm  in  the  year  1971,  this  building  was  named  appropriately  for  Helen  Russell, 
who  was  a  professor  in  the  Biology  department,  Dean  of  this  college,  Director  of  admissions,  and  a 
Registrar. 

Until  this  dorm  was  named,  in  the  fall  of  1976,  it  was  known  as  "New  Hall".  There  are  three 
separate  towers  with  nine  floors  on  each. 
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Universities  are  full  of  knowledge;  the 
freshmen  bring  a  little  in  and  the  seniors 
take  none  away,  and  knowledge  accumulates.
